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Transport secretary holds seat despite reduced majority and record vote share for Labour 

'Really pleased’ to keep on serving

TRANSPORT secretary 
Chris Grayling backed 
Prime Minister Theresa 
May after he comfortably 
held his Epsom and Ewell 
seat with a large majority 
on a night when 13 of his 
Conservative colleagues 
lost theirs. 

Mr Grayling MP won 
a whopping 59.6 per cent 
of the vote (35,313 ballots 
cast) to claim a majority of 
20,475 in last week’s General 
Election - down 3,968 from 
2015. 

Labour, meanwhile, re¬ 
corded its highest number 
of seats in the tradition¬ 
ally blue constituency as 
the party’s candidate, Ed 
Mayne, a train driver and 
former councillor on the 
London Borough of Houn¬ 
slow, received 14,838 votes 


on Thursday, June 8 - an in¬ 
crease of 9.5 per cent. 

The Liberal Democrats’ 
Steve Gee won 7,401 votes 
(12.5 per cent), while the 
Green party saw a 0.8 per 
cent decrease as candidate 
Janice Baker received just 
1,714 votes. 

Mr Grayling, who has 
served Epsom and Ewell 
since 2001, said he was “re¬ 
ally pleased” to have been 
re-elected in an “active and 
engaged constituency”. 

“The local result was 
pretty good really,” he 
said. 

“Having been re-elect¬ 
ed I’m committed to being 
a hardworking MP and 
helping people in the com¬ 
munity, as I always have 
done.” 

He admitted he was not 
as happy with the national 
picture - after the Conserv¬ 
atives lost ground and were 
forced to form a coalition 
government just more than

Tory policies 'misunderstood' at national level 


Sir Paul Beresford has been re-elected 
in Mole Valley, pictured, winning nearly 
two-thirds of the vote, but said the na¬ 
tional result was “not a happy scene” 
after the Conservative party’s policies 
were “misunderstood”. 

After the Conservative MP received 
35,092 votes (61.9 per cent), slightly in¬ 
creasing his majority by 1.2 per cent, 


he insisted the party - propped up in 
government by the DUP - he also insist¬ 
ed that Theresa May should stay on as 
Prime Minister. The Liberal Democrats’ 
Paul Kennedy trailed in second place 
with 10,955 (19.3 per cent) votes, as the 
party increased their share by 4.8 per 
cent. Marc Green increased Labour’s 
share of the vote, with 7,864 ballots (13.9 


per cent) cast for him, while the Greens’ 
share dropped, as Jacquetta Fewster re¬ 
ceiving 1,463 votes (2.6 per cent). 

UKIP were the constituency’s big 
losers of the night, with Judy Moore re¬ 
ceiving just 1,352 votes. 

Sir Paul said: “The local electorate 
are consistent. It’s interesting because 
I got slightly more than before.” 


a week before Brexit negoti¬ 
ations begin. 

Despite the Tories resort¬ 
ing to siding with the an- 
ti-LGBTQ+ and anti-abor¬ 
tion rights Democratic 
Union Party (DUP), Mr 
Grayling backed Mrs May 

“It’s absolutely right for 
her to stay on,” he told the 
Epsom Guardian. 

“The last thing the coun¬ 
try wants is even more polit¬ 
ical instability. 

“But clearly, we have 
to learn lessons from the 
campaign 

But Mr Grayling refused 
to be drawn on what he 
would attribute the Tories’ 
loss of seats to, and said he 
“wanted to take the time to 
think about it”. 

Prior to the election Mr 
Grayling had pledged to 
protect services at Epsom 
Hospital, protect the charac¬ 
ter of the constituency and 
secure investment for local 
schools. 
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Reigate 
stays blue 

REIGATE stayed blue as 
chair of the foreign affairs se¬ 
lect committee Crispin Blunt 
comfortably held onto his 
seat after criticising voters 
as the Labour party gained 
ground on the Conservatives. 

Mr Blunt received 30,896 
votes (57.4 per cent) to re¬ 
claim the seat he has held 
since first elected in 1997. 

As analysts compiling an 
exit poll predicted a hung 
parliament on Thursday 
night, Mr Blunt told the BBC: 
“Some people say the elector¬ 
ate never get it wrong, but 
if we end up with numbers 
like that, the electorate have 
plainly got it wrong. That’s 
the truth of it. 

“(The Labour party) pre¬ 
sented the country with a 
situation which is going to be 
extremely difficult to put to¬ 
gether a governing coalition. 

“If (the Conservative par¬ 
ty) can’t (form a governing 
coalition) I rather expect 
we’ll be back here again be¬ 
fore very long.” 

In Reigate, Labour made 
big gains of 11.9 per cent of 
the vote with 13,282 (24.7 per 
cent) ballots cast for Toby 
Brampton. 

The Liberal Democrats’ 
candidate Anna Tarrant won 
5,889 votes (10.9 per cent) an 
increase of half a per cent. 

Joseph Fox for UKIP re¬ 
ceived 1,542 votes, losing 10.4 
per cent of the share. 


TO CELEBRATE 45 YEARS OF TRADING’ 


Neighbours united to celebate 


RESIDENTS previously 
“united in anger” are now 
celebrating after an ap¬ 
peal against the council’s 
decision to throw out a 
controversial planning ap¬ 
plication for four houses 
on a small strip of green 
space was dismissed. 

Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council rejected the 
plans for four houses to 
be built on a clearing in 
Links Road, Epsom, last 
July 

Developer and former 
resident of the road, Keith 
Madders then appealed 
the decision, but a Govern¬ 
ment officer this month 
dismissed the appeal as 
it did not meet housing 
land supply requirements. 
Campaigners from about 
50 households in or near 


Links Road had vowed 
to fight the application 
and subsequent appeal to 
build the houses. 

They argued the de¬ 
velopment would have 
destroyed a habitat for 
badgers, birds and mature 
trees, impinge on their 
right to privacy, cause 
an ongoing disturbance 
during construction, re¬ 
sult in a loss of valued 
green space, and put a 
strain on local schools and 
hospitals. 

Jasper Ehrardt, a man¬ 
aging director of a finan¬ 
cial services business who 
has lived in Links Road for 
four years, had previously 
told the Epsom Guardian 
he and his neighbours 
were “united in anger” 
against the application. 


But this week he said: 
“The neighbours are de¬ 
lighted at the decision, 
given the fact that the pro¬ 
posed application was to¬ 
tally inappropriate in size 
and scale for the setting.” 

The council had re¬ 
jected the application be¬ 
cause, it argued, it would 
have harmed the charac¬ 
ter of the area and would 
have been noisy 

And this month, an 
inspector appointed by 
the Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 
Government Sajid Javid 
concluded that the houses 
would be cramped on such 
a small strip of land and 
that construction would 
lead to pressure to fell 
trees to create enough nat¬ 
ural light for residents.

A FIRE broke out at a flat while 
police officers waited for a dead 
body to be removed. Surrey 
Police were called to the flat in 
Levett Road, Leatherhead at mid¬ 
day on Sunday, June 4, following 
a call from someone concerned 
for a man’s safety. The man, who 
was in his 60s, was pronounced 
dead at the scene, the force 
stated. His next of kin are aware. 
His death is being treated as 
non-suspicious and a file has 
been passed to the coroner. 

While officers were waiting for 
the body to be removed, a small 
fire broke out within the flat. The 
fire was not related to the man’s 
death, and is not being treated 
as suspicious, a Surrey Police 
spokeswoman advised. Fire 
crews from Leatherhead, Epsom 
and Painshill fire stations were 
called to the flat at 2.55pm. 

A SHOPKEEPER who pocketed 
a customer’s lottery winnings 
has been jailed. Kartik Shah, 35, 
from Kingswood, admitted he 
cancelled the transaction and 
kept the £20,000-winning ticket 
in October last year. Once the 
customer left, Shah re-scanned it 
before claiming the prize. Suspi¬ 
cious that a shopkeeper had won 
the prize and that the ticket had 
been scanned twice, Camelot 
contacted Surrey Police, which 
seized the money and arrested 
Shah. He pleaded guilty to one 
count of fraud and was jailed for 
eight months at Guildford Crown 
Court on June 8.

A project to commemorate 
Surrey’s role in the fight 
for women’s right to vote, 
including Emily Davison’s 
infamous protest at the Ep¬ 
som Derby, has won a Nation¬ 
al Lottery grant of nearly 
£ 100 , 000 . 

The county witnessed key 
moments in the long-running 
campaign, with Emily Davi¬ 
son stepping out in front of 
the King’s horse at the 1913 
Epsom Derby, and then dying 
of her injuries four days later 
on June 8. 

That same year, the suffra¬ 
gettes also bombed a house 
in Walton-on-the-Hill being 
built for then Chancellor Da¬ 
vid Lloyd George. 

The story of Surrey’s role 
will be told at Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council’s History Centre 
through contemporary let¬ 
ters, photos, books and news¬ 
paper cuttings which will be 
brought together online for 
the first time. 

There will also be 


travelling exhibitions, school 
workshops and other events 
around the county. Volun¬ 
teers will be able to learn 
archive conversion skills to 
help make the records acces¬ 
sible to the public. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund 
awarded a £99,300 grant the 
county council the grant to 
help it explore and chronicle 
Surrey people’s contribu¬ 
tions to women’s suffrage. 


The project -The March of 
the Women: Surrey’s Road to 
the Vote - will culminate next 
year on the centenary of the 
1918 Act of Parliament which 
gave them the vote. 

Dennis Turner-Stewart, 
Surrey County Council’s 
cabinet member for commu¬ 
nities, said: “Surrey played 
a crucial and dramatic role 
in the historic hard-fought 
battle for women’s voting 


rights and we’re delighted 
the Heritage Lottery Fund is 
making it possible for us to 
tell the full story and bring it 
to a wide audience in Surrey 
and beyond. 

With women’s voting 
rights now taken for granted, 
this news is a timely remind¬ 
er amid a general election 
of everything that led up to 
those rights being won. This 
project will create a lasting 
record of Surrey’s contri¬ 
butions for generations to 
come.” 

Women were explicitly 
banned from voting in the 
1832 Reform Act, but after the 
suffragettes’ campaign and 
women filling many roles 
during World War One previ¬ 
ously done by men, the fran¬ 
chise was extended to them. 

The Representation of the 
People Act 1918 enfranchised 
all men and all women over 
30 who met minimum prop¬ 
erty requirements. The fran¬ 
chise was extended further 
to all women over 21 - on 
equal terms with men - in 
the Representation of the 
People (Equal Franchise) Act 
1928.

Writing on Surrey Police’s 
Reigate and Banstead Beat 
Facebook page, a spokesper¬ 
son said the force would in¬ 
vestigate cases of indecent 
exposure or outraging public 
decency. 

A spokesperson added: 
“Confining your naturism to 
a part of the garden which 
can be screened from the 
view will solve the problem. 

“You will have to decide 
whether your desire to be na¬ 
ked in your garden is more 
important to you than being 
on friendly terms with those 
around you. 

“On the other hand, no one 
has the right to spy on you. 

“If your neighbour is lean¬ 
ing out of an upstairs win¬ 
dow or standing on the top 
of a step ladder in order to 
see you he or she may well be 
committing an offence.”

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HEALTH IN FOCUS: Fire brigade warns carers to beware of fire danger posed by flamable skin creams 


A simple check could prove a lifesaver

Firefighters have urged health 
professionals and carers to 
stop using flammable skin 
creams nearly a year after the 
death of an Earlsfield woman 
who accidentally set herself 
ablaze. 

The warning comes at the 
start of Carers’ Week (June 
12-16) and following the deaths 
of 15 Londoners believed to 
have died after a flammable 
skin cream was found to have 
spread flames across bed- 
sheets or clothing. 

London Fire Brigade specif¬ 
ically cited the case of Hilda 
Batten, 88, a wheelchair user 
with multiple sclerosis (MS), 
who regularly used a paraf¬ 
fin-based emollient cream. 

Mrs Batten died in July 
2016, the day after a fire at her 
home in Swaby Road - the 
second at her home caused 
by matches or cigarettes in 
six months. 

Mark Williams, who had 
known Hilda for more than 
three decades, helped his 
friend’s carer extinguish the 
fire and pulled her to safe¬ 
ty, before she was taken to 
hospital. 


Speaking to reporters last 
year, he said: “She was bub¬ 
bly, intelligent. She had a 
good personality all round.” 

Hilda’s niece, Val Ham¬ 
ilton, said: “No one ever 
warned us before about 
emollient creams. She had 
a cream applied to her daily 
Knowing about the risks now 


is too little too late. 

“They should put a warn¬ 
ing on the packaging. People 
should be given guidelines 
about its usage.” 

Many commonly used 
moisturising creams con¬ 
tain paraffin and petroleum 
bases and can be readily 
bought off the shelf from any 


supermarket or chemist. 

The cream can seep into 
bedclothes, and if wearers 
drop a cigarette, sheets and 
night clothes can allow the 
flames to spread quickly 
across the body, London Fire 
Brigade warned. 

Even washing sheets and 
clothes at high temperatures

does not always remove the 
residue, a brigade spokesper¬ 
son added. 

Dan Daly, Assistant Com¬ 
missioner for Fire Safety, 
said: “It’s a horrific reality 
but if you’re wearing creams 
with flammable ingredients 
and you accidently drop a 
cigarette or a match, you are 


literally setting yourself on 
fire. 

Dropping cigarettes or 
matches onto clothing is dan¬ 
gerous but when flammable 
creams are involved, this re¬ 
ally increases the chance of 
a fire starting and becoming 
much more intense.” 

He added: “I can’t stress 
how important it is to switch 
to non-flammable brands 
and carers should never al¬ 
low users of these creams to 
smoke unsupervised, espe¬ 
cially if they could become 
confused or fall asleep while 
smoking.” 

Medicines and Health¬ 
care products Regulatory 
Agency (MHRA), which regu¬ 
lates medicines and medical 
devices in the UK, says all 
creams containing paraffin 
should carry a flammability 
warning. 

Dr Sarah Branch, deputy 
director of MHRA’s vigi¬ 
lance and risk management 
of medicines division said: 
“Emollients are important 
skin treatments used by 
many patients. We are work¬ 
ing with companies to make 
sure that important safety 
messages are included in the 
product information.”

Every wondered when the tradition of 
celebrating great fathers began? 


The origins of the day 

The Catholic church has a 
day to celebrate fatherhood 
which dates back to the 
Middle Ages to tie in with the 
feast of St Joseph. 

The UK started to celebrate 
the day around the late 
1940s, well after the US. 

How it began in the US is 
not quite known. 

Some say an American, 
Sonora Dodd, came up with 
the idea of a day for fathers 
after hearing a sermon about 
Mother’s Day in 1910. 

She had been raised by her 
father after her mother died 
in childbirth. 

Others say the day’s origins 
date back to 1908 when 
Grace Golden Clayton, from 
Fairmont, West Virginia, 
campaigned for a date on 
which children in a nearby 
t town could remember 

their fathers after 360 men 


tragically died in a mine 
explosion. 

Why is the date of 
Father’s Day different in 
other countries? 

While countries including 
the UK, US, France, Cyprus, 
South Africa, Netherlands, 
Greece, Japan, Canada 
and Saudi Arabia celebrate 
Father’s Day every June, 
others have the day on 
another date. 

Australia, Fiji, Papua New 
Guinea and New Zealand 
celebrate their dads in 
September. 

Many people believe the 
celebration date is different 
in the southern hemisphere 
because June is their 
autumn, rather than their 
spring, and the day can be 
marketed better in the spring 
season. 

In Italy, Switzerland, Spain, 
Portugal and Croatia it’s on 
March 19. 


For Norway, Sweden, 
Finland, Estonia and Iceland, 
Father’s Day celebrations 
are held on the second 
Sunday of November - and 
in Bulgaria it’s on December 
26, Boxing Day. 

The dates usually 
correspond to each 
country’s culture and 
traditions. 

How is Father’s Day 
celebrated? 

The date is typically marked 
with children giving cards 
and gifts in Britain and the 
US but over in Germany the 
date is marked with groups 
of men celebrating with beer, 
wine and meat on wagons. 

In the States, the date is 
marked as a public holiday. 
Lyndon Johnson first put the 
date on the public calendar 
in 1966 and it was officially 
declared a holiday by 
Richard Nixon in 1972.

1 ments such as love, passion, obsession, 
I jealousy, suspicion and possibly mur- 
1 der, writes Mark Foker. 

Director Roger Michell (Notting Hill 
I 1999, The Mother 2003, Enduring Love 
I 2004) has done a fine job of adapting 
I the Daphne Du Maurier 1951 novel of 
| the same name. 

Set in 19th century England, an or- 
I phan Philip, has been brought up by 
I his much older cousin Ambrose who is 
I the current Lord of the Manor running 
I the estate somewhere in Cornwall, that 
I employs most of the local village folk. 

The pair of them have a special bond 
I and Ambrose is the only Father figure 
| he has ever known. As the years pass 
by Philip (Sam Claflin, Me Before You, 
2016 and The Hunger Games - Mock- 
I ingjay:Part 1, 2014) grows up into a 
I strapping clone of his guardian (Claflin 
I also plays Ambrose in the short scenes 
I with young Philip). 

Then Philip's world collapses when 
I Ambrose is taken ill and retreats to It- 
I aly to recuperate. In his absence, Philip 
I steps-up to look after the estate and 
] is guided by his Godfather Mr Kendall 
I (played by the very watchable lain 


Glen) whose daughter Louise (Holliday 
Grainger) has held a candle for Philip 
since they were children. 

Ambrose sends regular letters to 
Philip and to his surprise one of the let¬ 
ters says that he has fallen in love with 
the wonderful Rachel and they intend 
to get married. 

Time passes and the contents of 
Ambrose letters become more strange 
ranging from Rachel being the love of 
his life to accusations of Rachel trying 
to poison him and begs Philip to come 
to his rescue. 

Philip travels to Florence and reach¬ 
es the chateau where he finds no sign 
of Rachel and is confronted with a flam¬ 
boyant Italian gentleman Guido Rainal- 
di (Pierfrancesco Favino), who informs 
Philip that Ambrose has died of a brain 
tumour. Is Guido having an affair with 
Rachel? 

On hearing this bomb shell Philip is 
enraged and convinced that this mon¬ 
ster Rachel murdered Ambrose and 
now he wants revenge. 

Philip returns to England but it is 
not long until there is word of cousin 
Rachel has left Italy and is on her way 
to visit him at the manor. At this stage, 
Philip wants blood. He is expecting a fat 
moustachioed harpy but comes face 
to face with a beautiful and vulnerable 


At this moment, a third of the film I 
has passed until Rachel Weisz makes I 
her presence felt but from then on, Ra-1 
chel commands the screen. Poor Philip I 
is now doomed and under her spell and [ 
is infatuated with this angel. He is also I 
extremely inexperienced with women I 
and it's not long before Rachel beguiles I 
him and you can feel the sexual tension [ 
brewing. 

Did Ambrose have a fever that made I 
him hallucinate about Rachel trying to [ 
poison him with her special herbal tea? I 
Or is she a manipulating witch and will [ 
Philip be Rachel's next victim? 

Rachel Weisz is wonderful as I 
the mysterious Rachel. I have never I 
thought of her as archetypal pretty but I 
she has this special presence and oozes I 
sex appeal. 

Having said that, there is plenty I 
here for the women as well. Sam Claf- [ 
lin is a fine figure of a man who plays I 
Philip as a guardian of the people and [ 
as someone who doesn't mind rolling I 
his sleeves up and labouring with the I 
workers. Unfortunately, Philip is blind [ 
to the lovely Louise played by Holliday I 
Grainger. 

The ending may divide some of the I 
audience but personally it's made me | 
want to read the book.

Rents in London have fallen for the

BACKGROUND: Kia reckons 
that this Niro PHEV Plug-in hybrid 
model offers the best of both worlds, 
combining fashionable 'Crossover' 
looks with exemplary hybrid efficiency. 
It's not, perhaps, the kind of caryou'd 
expect from this growing Korean brand 
but in its own way, it promises to be a 
very appealing one. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: At the 
heart of the Niro's plug-in powertrain 
is a high-capacity 8.9 kWh lithium- 
polymer battery pack, growing in size 
from the 1.56 kWh battery pack found 
in the normal Niro Hybrid. 

The PHEV variant's battery pack 
is paired with a more powerful 44.5 
kW electric motor (offering almost 
40% more power, up from 32 kW) 
compared to the Hybrid model. The 
battery and electric motor are paired 
with the Niro's efficient 1.6-litre 
'Kappa' four-cylinder GDI engine, 
which independently produces 105PS 
and 147Nm torque. The total power 
and torque output for the Niro Plug-in 
Hybrid's powertrain is 141 PS and 
265Nm, enabling the PHEV derivative 
to accelerate from rest to 62mph 10.8 
seconds (0.7 seconds quicker than the 
standard Niro). 

With greater capacity and electric 
power output, Kia engineers claim 
a pure-electric driving range of over 
34 miles. Inevitably of course, you're 
going to need to adopt a very relaxed 
driving style in order to realise that 
kind of range, but this Kia's whole 


demeanour encourages that anyway. 
As do assorted dials and gauges 
that include an 'energy flow meter' in 
the instrument binnacle and various 
diagrammatic graphics on the centre 
dash infotainment screen. If you really 
must push things along and use the full 
output that engine and electric motor 
can together provide, you'll find that 
like most hybrids, this one doesn't take 
particularly kindly to being hustled 
along. 

DESIGN: We 're not sure if Kia's 
designers in Korea and California 
deliberately set out to blur the 
boundaries with this design between 
Focus-style family hatch and 'Juke'-style 
small Crossover. That's the kind of look 
we've ended up with here. You might 
not immediately pigeon-hole this Niro 
as any kind of Crossover, but Kia is 
keen that you should look a little closer 
and pick out the detail features that 
would usually identify more lifestyle- 
orientated models of the Juke-genre. 

The design of this PHEV Niro variant 
has been adapted to differentiate 
it from the ordinary Hybrid version. 
Exterior alterations include a satin 
chrome grille surround, as well as 
special chrome brightwork with a clean 
metallic-blue finish, applied to thin 
'blades' in the front and rear bumpers. 
The Plug-in Hybrid model is available 
with 16-inch alloy wheels as well as 
full-LED headlamps and dedicated 'Eco 
Plug-in' badging. 

The interior of the Niro Plug-in 



Hybrid is upholstered in leather 
finished with blue stitching, plus 
there's a special blue surround for the 
dashboard air vents. This derivative 
features a 7.0-inch full-TFT driver 
instrument cluster, displaying key 
information about the powertrain - 
such as the battery's state of charge 
- as well as offering suggestions for 
a more efficient driving style. The 
dashboard is fitted with Kia's latest 
8.0-inch touchscreen infotainment and 
navigation system, configured for the 


Plug-in Hybrid model to display current 
electric-only range and the location of 
nearby charging stations. Boot space 
falls though - from 427-litres in the 
standard Hybrid to 324-litres here. 
MARKET: Expect this Niro PHEV to 
be priced at around the £25,000 mark 
- which means that it can undercut 
other similar plug-in hybrid segment 
models like the MINI Countryman Plug¬ 
in and the Volkswagen Golf GTE. 

Despite that, you can expect this 
Kia to be well equipped with lots 


of technology-things like a 7-inch 
touchscreen with Apple CarPlay and 
Android Auto. Plus there are safety 
features such as Blind Spot Detection 
with Rear Cross Traffic Alert and Lane 
Change Assist, Advanced Smart Cruise 
Control, Lane Departure Warning and 
Autonomous Emergency Braking. Kia's 
Vehicle Stability Management (VSM) 
system is fitted as standard, helping 
to ensure stability under braking and 
cornering by carefully controlling the 
vehicle's Electronic Stability Control 


and electric motor-driven power 
steering. If the system detects a loss 
of traction, VSM helps the driver to 
remain safely in control of the vehicle. 

This Niro is fitted as standard with 
seven airbags for optimum passive 
occupant safely, with airbags for driver 
and front passenger, driver knee, first 
row side airbags and first and second 
row curtain airbags. ISOFIX child-seat 
tether and anchor points are fitted as 
standard to the second row of seats, to 
safely secure children.

CRICKET: After five straight wins 
Sutton had to be content with a 
draw and eight points against 
Spencer at Cheam Road on 
Saturday having failed to press 
home the advantage of reducing the 
visitors to 143-6 and then 210-8.

FANS of two of Britain’s biggest 
teams can get their summer foot¬ 
ball fix when Chelsea legends 
take on their Glasgow Rangers 
counterparts at Sutton United’s 
Gander Green Lane home this 
Saturday 

The match, which aims to 
raise funds for the victims of the 
Croydon tram crash, will fea¬ 
ture some of the greatest names 
ever to have pulled on a shirt for 
the Blues and the Gers in what 
promises to be great occasion. 

Some of those appearing 
in the match, such as Gordon 
Durie, Mark Falco, Derek John¬ 
stone and Ray Wilkins, have 
been fortunate to wear the shirt 
of both teams, even if it was just 
for a handful of games. 

For fans and players alike, it’s 
a chance to turn the clock back, 
relive some great memories and 
enjoy the banter, and Wilkins is 
one of those who cannot wait. 

Affectionately known as 
Butch during his time at Stam¬ 
ford Bridge, Wilkins played 
for Chelsea from 1973 to 1979, a 
period of mixed fortunes far re¬ 
moved from the club’s current 
table-topping exploits but a time 
that he looks back on with great 
fondness. 

“I loved my time at Chelsea. 
I played alongside my brother 
Graham and we had the likes 
of Ian Britton, Tommy Langley 
Clive Walker, Kenny Swain and 
David Hay in the side. 

“It was a bit of an up and 
down time for Chelsea back 
then. If we went up, we deserved 
it. If we went down, we deserved 
that, too. But generally speaking, 
the good outweighed the bad. 

In 1975, Wilkins was handed 
the captaincy of the side aged 
just 18 and became an integral 
part of the Chelsea midfield. 

After spells at Manchester 
United, AC Milan and Paris St 
Germain, he moved to Glasgow 
Rangers under Graeme Souness 
and speaks about his time at 
Ibrox in glowing terms. 


“I had amazing times at Rang¬ 
ers. It was great to have a load of 
English guys up there together 
with all the Jocks. There was 
a great bond between all the 
players then. 

“Our team had the likes of 
Ally McCoist, Ian Durrant, Rich¬ 
ard Gough, Chris Woods, Trevor 
Steven and Gary Stevens - with 
all these guys we would have 
been a top four side in England. 
There is no doubt about it. 

“I adored my time in Scotland. 
The feeling of scoring a goal at 
Ibrox and hearing the roar of the 
crowd was hard to beat.” 


Wilkins scored only twice 
for Rangers but one of those 
happened to be a 25-yard volley 
against Celtic at Ibrox in 1988. It 
put Rangers 2-1 up against their 
bitter rivals on their way to a 
memorable 5-1 success. 

“That was a sweet shot. I 
didn’t even feel it leave my boot. 

“If that happens, it’s a bit like 
golf or tennis, then you know 
the ball is going to end up exactly 
where you intended. In my case, 
it was the back of the net.” 

The legends game will give 
supporters the chance to watch 
their heroes of yesteryear. 


A whole host of fine former 
players will grace Sutton’s 3G sur¬ 
face including Kerry Dixon, Tore 
Andre Flo, Dave Beasant, Jimmy 
Floyd Hasselbaink and Pat Nevin 
for Chelsea. 

Rangers’ fans can expect to see 
the likes of Charlie Miller, Derek 
Johnstone, Gordon Durie and 
Marco Negri pulling on the fa¬ 
mous Gers’jersey 

It’s an event Wilkins is very 
much looking forward to. 

“There was a Rangers legends 
game at Derby County a few years 
ago which drew a huge crowd. 

“I have no doubt the Rangers 
fans will pack out Sutton. They 
are so loyal and will follow their 
team - be it a legends team or oth¬ 
erwise - to the ends of the earth. 

“The players will love playing 
on that surface, too. It should 
make for a great game.”
